While it is understund thease men 
do not refuse to act on the counsil 
again they will absolutely refuse to 
take their seats again by acc'a na 
tion, Their reason for this is that 
they think there has been altugether 
too mach kicking regarding the way 
they hive handled the town affairs, 
especiuliy in regard to tax collec- 
tions, and now demand an express- 
ion of the people on their actions 
particularly of the past year 

They call upon all the ratepayers 
to be present atthe aniual meet 
ing of the Council to. be held in the 
Tin Hall at 8 o'clock next Mon- 
day evening, Novem ber 24th, when 
the financial report of the year will 
be read and open for discussion, 
along with reports from the various 
committees, 

Nominations for the new council 
will be held from 11 to 12 o’clotk 
AOMiay morning, Dec. let, and the 
election on Monday, Dec. 8th. 


This will be the tirst election of 
the council since the year 1910. All 


these yeara it has been difficult to 
get men to accept the positions by 
acclamation. Now, however, the 
time bas come when the ratepayere 
moust all tuke some interest in the 
business of the town. 

Nevertheless, the town has been 
fortunate. in in having some very 


good councils, despite the lack of 
enouragement in their work. 
The present council bore the bur- 


den of the hardest work and while 
it seems the nature of all mankind 
toto kick at paying taxes we un: 
@eratund that next Monday night

The reorganization of the Gieichen 
Soard of Trade is proceeding with 
enthusiasm and an earnestness that 
augers well for its future ag well as 
great good for this town and district, 
twenty-two new mombers enlisting at 
the second meeting of the new board 
last Thursday night.

sident Webster brought up the ques- 
tlon of Gleichen’s coal sw; ply, which 
Question at the moment is*one that is 
cause of great Moment to every point 
in alberta, 

Mr. McQueen and Mr, McMullen, 
two of our local dealers, stated that 
although they were doing their utmost 
to supply this district, the outlook was 
far from gatisfactory, Over the phone 
the mine managers at Drumheller 
stated the valley was full of cars 
loaded with coal but it was impossible 
to get the railway to move them, and 
other reasons were given by the min- 
ere from other coal supply centres, 

Mr. Webster wanted to know why 
Gleichen should be short of coal when 
within four to twelve miles of our 
town there’ were seams of coal vary- 
ing from two to eight feet in width, 
of a@ good quality as any obtainable in 
Afoerta, and he thought an effort 
should be made at once for the town 
to acquire a coal mine from the 
Indians of the Blackfoot reserve. He 
faid that at Bassano the Board of 
Trade had taken up the matter with 
the Dominion Government with the 
Tesujt thet Bassano was niw mining 
coal. suttidiiat. tor.ell-‘need), and be 
knew of no g00d reason why Gleichen 
should not do likewise.

Making Farms 
Out of Swamps 


R¢éclamation of Several Thousands]. 


Acres of Swamp Lands Near 
Golden, B.C. 

Work on the reclamation of sev- 
eral thousands of acres of swamp 
lands in the Columbia Valley, near 
Golden, B.C,, will in all likelihood 
commence carly next spring. An in- 
spection of the proposed work is now 
being made-by Senator B, C. Prowse, 
of Prince Edward Island, who is 
vice-president of the Golden-Win- 
dermere, Limited, a company capit- 
alized at $2,000,000 for the purpose 
of acquiring and reclaiming the lands 
in question, » , 

Senator Prowse made-a close ex- 
amination, of the lands between Gol- 
den, and a point fifteen miles to the 
south, and was favorably impressed 
by their fertility, He expressed him- 
self as being confident of the success 
of the proposed undertaking. 

The company proposes to divide 
the. lands into fifty-acre tracts, and 
Senator Prowse cstimates that eight 
hundred families will be settled upon 
them. Figuring from the average 
Canadian family of six persons, this 
would mean an addition of some five 
thousand to the population of the dis- 
trict, 

In 1917, $400,000 was available in 
England for the purpose of financing 
the preliminary operations of tlie 
company, but the British treasury re- 
gulations would not allow the money 
taken out of England during the war. 
These restrictions have now been re- 
moved,

New Method of Raising Sunken) 
Vesssel Has Met With Good 
Success 
Calamity is the mother of inven- 
tion. Owing to the large number of} 
valuable ships sunk by submarines in 
comparatively shallow water near the 
British Isles, special attention has 
lately been given by British inven-/ 
{tors to the improvement of salvage 
| methods. The present system in- 
,| volves the towing of lighters to the 
scene of operations, which make the 
process so costly and hazardous that 
lin many cases the venture is ncither 

| feasible nor profitable. 

According to the Halifax Chronicle, 
an entirely new methods was recent- 
ly tried, with conspicuous success, on 
a vessel which had been sunk by en- 
emy action off the coast of Scotland. 
The salvage boat had on board two) 
flexible pontoons made of special 
canvass and cable, and each weighing 
about one ton, These pontoons were 
fixed to the hull of the sunken vessel 
and inflated with compressed air, 
raising the vessel slowly and permit- 
ting it to be towed into shallow wa- 
ter for beaching. Each pentoon when 
inflated is capable of lifting; 100 tons, 
and the makers are now confident of 
being able to make similar pontoons 
with a lifting capacity of 200, 300 and 
even 500 tons. 

By multiplying the number of large 
pontoons, vessels of any size can be 
raised, provided that divers can reach 
the hull in order to fix shackles to it.

Britain Exporting Live Stock 

August was a record month for 
British live stock exporting. Over a 
million dollars poured into the pock- 
ets of British breeders of pedigree 
stock.

g the Liquor Traffic 


Vhe most efficient method of con- 
trolling the liquor traffic witlr ‘the 
object of climinating the abuses and 
excesses which scem to be. insepar- 
able from it has long been the ‘sub- 
ject, of agitation and legislation, Pos- 
sibly no one quéstion has resulted in 
the. passage of a greater volume -of 
legislative, the enactment of more re- 
Strictive laws, or the taking of more 
votes, than that of public control of 
the traffic in intoxicants. And not- 
withstanding it all, we are still far 
from having solved the problem in a 
satisfactory manner. 

The outbreak of the Great War, 
and the imperative necessity impos- 
ed upon all nations of conserving 
their resources in man-powcr, pro- 
ductive capacity, and food supplies, 
led to the enactment as war measures 
of stronger restrictive measures than 
had ever before been generally ac- 
ceptable to the masses of the people. 
Many ardent temperance reformers 
believed that these restrictive laws 
would be continued after the war, and 
that in a generation or two the blight 
of the liquor traffic would be an evil 
of the past. 

It is now quite apparent that many 
of these restrictive laws will cease 
to function with the declaration of 
Peace,—which may be proclaimed for 
the British Empire before this article 
appears in print, and in any event 
cannot now be long delayed. 
reform brought about by the war will, 
however, prove lasting; that is, the 
open bar with all its evils and open 
temptations, and its pernicious treat- 
ing habit, has gone never to return, 

Actual experience during the war 
has demonstrated that existing pro- 
hibitory Icgislation is not as conclu- 
sively prohibitive as the authors of 
such laws anticipated they would be. 
On the contrary, violations of the law 
are $0 numerous, and are so little re- 
garded by the average person, that a 
condition of things has been br lit 
about in all these Western Provinces 
which is little short of a scandal, and 
which is certainly detrimental to a 
proper respect for law and subyersive 
of good morals. 

In the United States, the people 
have declared for nation-wide prehib- 
ition of the sale, manufacture, innpor- 
tation and exportation of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes. In 
Canada, on the other hand, we have 
no Dominion-wide law, nor at pres- 
ent does there seem much likelihood 
of such a law being passed, For one 
thing, the Canadian Senate has shown 
very clearly that it will not give ap- 
proval to such legislation, and the 
House of Commons has ever before it 
the attitude of Quebec, which is an- 
tagonistic to an absolutely prohibi- 
tory law. 

Control and restriction of the liquor 
traffic in Canada continues, therefore, 
to be wesubject for provincial action, 
supplemented by such Federal action 
to assist the provinces as the provin- 
ces by vote of their people may de- 
mand,

. So long as importation into a prov- 
ince is legal, it is manifestly impos- 
sible for any provincial legislature or 
government; to enforce prohibition of 
the liquor traffic. It can prohibit the 
sale of liquor, but that is all, And so 
long as importation is legally per- 
mitted existing abuses against which 
a large section of the people are com- 
plaining will continue, And at the 
best it will not be impossible to stop 
such importation for from six months 
to a year. ; 
“When stich a plebiscite vote is 
eventually held in any province, and 
if the popular verdict should be to 
permit importation, then the provin- 
cial authorities will have to seriously 
consider whether it would not be bet- 
ter to provide for some form of regu- 
lated and controlled sale within: the 
province, rather than have.-the .door 
left wide open to indiscriminate indi- 
vidual importation of liquor in un- 
timited quantities. Shouldethe peo- 
ple of a province declare in favor of 
permitting importation, most thought- 
ful temperanée advocates believe that 
some form of government: dispensar- 
ios based on: the mail order system, 
and patterned somewhat after the 
system which , at one time was in 
vogue in Saskatchewan, should be es- 
tablished.

Western Canada’s 1919 Crop 

While exact figures are not yet ob- 
tainable, wheat authorities now seem 
to be conforming to the general op- 
inion that Canada’s total yield of 
wheat this year will be 248,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 189,000,000 
bushels last year.

Winnipeg.—The process of effect-} 
ing economies and attaining maxi- 
mum efficiency in connection with 
the national railways, will of necessity

Winnipeg.—A dispatch to the Free 
Press from its Ottawa correspondent 
reads: Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, of 
Scapa, is expected in Ottawa next 
Monday and will be at the capital 
for some days conferring with the 
government on the question of the fu- 
ture of empire naval defences. The 
conference will be of a consultative 
nature, and no definite policy will be 
immediately evolved as a result of it. 

Admiral Jellicoe has visited Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand already and 
from cable dispatches received here 
has suggested something in the na- 
ture of an imperial navy for the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic with the dominions 
paying part of the cost of the squad- 
rons. 

Since the defeat in parliainent in 
1913 of the government's thirty-five 
million appropriation proposal, Can- 
ada has had no naval policy. When 
the war broke out the government 
here decided to devote the whole 
energies of the Dominion, financial 
and otherwise, to the raising and 
equipping of land forces, though to- 
ward the end of the war the building 
of merchant ships was engaged upon. 
Incidentally a number of submarines 
were built in the Dominion for use 


in European waters. But the ques- 
tion of a permanent naval policy 
for the Dominion has been left in 


abeyance since the Canadiame nayy 
program was to all intents and pur- 
poses abandoned in 1913, 

Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, minister of 
marine and naval affairs, has re- 
turned to his departmental work at 
Ottawa after a prolonged illness, and 
will be in attendance at the confer- 
ence which is pending. The minister 
has already intimated that a | naval 
policy for the Dominion will be 
brought down at the next session of 
parliament, It is highly doubtful 
whether any contribution policy will 
find favor with parliament, A cabled 
dispatch from Meybourne intimating 
Canada would be required to

Miners Will Now 


Accept Court Ruling 


Indianapolis——The United 
Workers of America, contrary to 
previous announcement, has decided 
to withhold the appeal to the ruling 
of the federal court in injunction pro-

It had been generally believed that,
